Dr. Jacob Smyser Refuses to 
Satisfy Court Judgment 
of $5,500. 


GIRL IS THE COMPLAINANT 


Dr. Jacob Smyser, a former chairman of 
the state dental] board and a well known Chi- 
cago dentist, is a prisoner at the county jail 
because of his refusal to pay a judgment for 
$5,500 obtained against him by Miss Lena 
Amborn. Miss Amborn is paying his board 
bill while in jail. 

Dr. Smyser’s imprisonment is the climax 
of a suit for false arrest filed by Attorney 
Louis Levy on behalf of Miss Amborn fol- 
lowing her arrest while trying to collect 
money she declares Dr. Smyser obtained 
from her. 


Demands Money; Arrested. 

On Sept. 10, 1910, Miss Amborn went to Dr. 
Smyser’s office in the Stewart building and 
demanded the money. He refused to pay her 
and she aseerted that she would stay in the 
office until he did. 

Dr. Smyser then ts said to have called a 
policeman, who dragged Miss Amborn out 
of the office and took her to the central detail 
station. She was released by the captain. 

Suit for $10,000 was started and judgment 
was rendered for $5,500. Dr. Smyser, how- 
ever, failed to pay it. A motion for a new 
trial was refused and still the dentist cid not 
settle. He said that he could not pay, but 
refused to file a schedule of his property. 


Seeks Release Today. 

Mr. Levy finally sought a writ of ad satis- 
faciendum, which was served upon Dr. Smy- 
ser Thursday. For two days the dentist 
has been contemplating the possibilities of 
remaining in jail at the expense of Miss Am- 
born or of paying the judggment. 

In the meantime, however, his attorney 
filed a motion for his release, which will come 
up for a hearing before Judge Owens today.

TRAPPED COINER 
ESCAPES FROM DEN 


Maker of Bogus Nickels Out- 
wits Secret Service Men 
Who Run Him to Lair; 
Flees Mid Bullet Hail. 


CONFEDERATE IS CAUGHT. 


Ingenious Piledriver Device 
Stamped Out Spurious Coins 
in Shed at a Rapid 
Rate, 


A band of counterfeltera, who were flocdé- 
ing Chicago ané4 vicinity with spurious nickels 
as fast as their piledriver stamping machine 
would turn them out, wae broken up yester- 
day by United States secret service opera- 
tives. 

One member of the gang was arrested. An- 
other was bewieged within his fortified den— 
a shed in the rear of a house at 1924 North 
Paulina street. After a battle, which at- 
tracted several hundred school children and 
many adults, the counterfeiter escaped. He 
was wounded by Operator P. G. Drautzberg 
as he fled. 

The man who escaped is John Machota. 
The battle’ began at 8:80 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon, just as an adjoining school had 
let out. Had it not been for the fear of the 
secret service men that they. might injure 
the children, Machota would have been 
bagged. 


Children Mob a Woman. 

While the operatives were in pursuit of 
the fugitive, the children made a combined 
attack upon the house in front of the shed 
used by the counterfeiters as aden. Stones 
were thrown through the windows of the 
heuse, the children believing those inside 
were in some way connected with the coun- 
terfeiting plant. 

Mrs. Minnie Weida, wife of the owner of 
the house, John Wejda, fought the children 
off with a hatchet, gashing one boy in the 
head after she had been struck by a fifing 
rr.issile, 

Capt. Thomas I. Porter, head of the gov- 
ernment secret service in Chicago, said the 
counterfeiter under arrest was named Martin 
Barta, alias Albert Stevens. He is 40 years 
old and is sald to be one of the leaders of a 
gang of coiners. Barta was captured early 
yesterday morning, and is ‘believed to have 
been distributing the worthless coins. 

Wejda, the owner of the shed used by the 
cciners, says he knew nothing about what 
was going on in the building. 


Said He Was an Inventor. 

Wejda had been told by Machota, he said. 
that Machota was building a stump pulling 
machine on which he expected to secure a 
patent. Machota said it was necessary to 
keep the shed locked for fear somebody 
would steal his idea. This reason for his 
mysterious actions seemed plausible to 
Wejda and his family. 

T'wo months ago Machota rented the shed. 
He immediately installed his “ stamping ma- 
chine,’’ dies, and other paraphernalia. He 
sald he worked for the Deering Harvester 
works during the day. When a light was 
seen in the shed at night Wejda thought his 
tenant was busy on his invention. 

Most cl the apparatus used was extremely 
crude, but the coiners had several ingenious 
devices for cutting out the nickels and stamp- 
ing them. 


Use Pile Driver Weight. 

A tmphammer, or pile driver, weighing 500 
pounds, such as is used for sinking posts for 
building foundations, was used by the coun- 
terfeiters for stamping the coins. The weight 
was pulled up to the roof of the small shed 
over a pulley. A blank slug was set between 
two dies beneath. The hammer was tripped, 
the weight fell, and out would flip a bright 
new nickel. 

The molds, dies, and other apparatus, with 
about $50 in nickels, were taken to the federal 
building in an express wagon last night. 

Machota was busy in the shop when the 
raid was made yesterday. He submitted 
quietly to arrest when secret service men 
first pounced on to him. He was taken to the 
house in the front. He had occupied a few 
rooms in the basement as living apartments. 
The basement rooms were also used as a 
workshop, and evidences of counterfeiting 
was to be seen everywhere. It was here that 
the finishing touches were pution the coins. 

Machota formerly lived with his sister in 
the same building, but went to Poland with 
her last fall. He returned to this country 
alone and rented the shed where he later 
established his counterfeiting plant.

PASSES THE HOUSE 
AS ASKED BY TAFT 


Measure Goes Through Intact 
as It Game from the Presi- 
dent’s Hands. 


FINAL VOTE IS 265 T0 89 


Majority of Republicans Against, 


but the Democratic Steam 
Roller Works. 


IS EXPECTED 10 WIN IN SENATE 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT] 

Washington, D. C., April 21.—[Special.}— 
President's Taft’s Canadian reciprocity 
agreement was passed by the house of repre- 
sentativese this evening by a vote of 265 to 89. 

The bill now goes to the senate in exactly 
the form it was passed by the house in the 
last congress. Then the upper house refused 
consideration of the measure. On account of 
the change In the complexion of the senate 
the prospect is that it now will obtain a 
friendlier reception. 

The bill was put through the house with the 
aid of the Democratic steam roller. The Re- 
publicams—regulars and progressives alike— 
sought to amend the agreement by adding 
foods and other necessities of life to the free 
list, but one after another the amendments 
were voted down by the Democrats and the 
measure kept intact as it came from the 
hands of the president. Added to it by the 
Democratic leaders was a section which 
* authorizes and requests” President Taft 
to make further efforts to obtain still freer

Lorimer Slips Into City While

Cc. F. Wiehe, the new figure in the Lorimer 
election scandal, isan example of the militant 
rather than the pacific busin€éss man in pcli- 
tics. 

The testimony of William Burgess of Du- 
luth before the Helm conimittee naming Mr. 
Wiehe, secretary of the Hines Lumber com- 
papy, as one of the contributors to the $100,- 
000 Lorimer fund, aroused the ire of Edward 
Hines’ right hand man. His wrath was di- 
rected against all the newspapers because 
they published the Burgess story. 

‘* T’d like to shoot the whole bunch of news- 
paper men in Chicago,” he said. “ They 
ought to be crucified,’ he declared to a TRIB- 
UNE reporter. 

Mr. Wiehe's voice rose to a shout when 
he denied having contributed to the fund. 

“A man works for years to build up a char- 
acter, and then you smirch it in a day be- 
cause some one chooses to talk about him. 
It’s none of your business whethen I con- 
tribted ‘to that fund or not. I don’t know 
why I should go out of my way to talk toany 
newspaper that prints such filthy rot as that 
being bruited about just now.”’ 


Hines Says “‘It Beats Funk.” 
Edward Hines was as urbane as ever when 
asked about the Burgess testimony and the 
implication of his concern’s secretary in the 
case. 

“This man Burgess,”’ he said, “is worse 
than Funk. Funk quoted me in connection 
with the ‘slush’ fund. That the Springfield 
committee would consider Burgess’ testimony 
Icannot understanc. Itis preposterous. You 
can make the denial of Mr. Wiehe as sweep- 
ing as you like.’’ 

Senator Lorimer arrived in the city during 
the day.

RIVERSIDE SEEKS A RIVER 
PURE AND UNADULTERATED. 


Files Injunction Proceedings Against 
Villages Alleged to Have Polluted 
Desplaines and Killed Its Fish. 


Riverside asked for an injunction yester- 
day against four other suburbs to restrain 
the “‘ abominable pollution of the Desplaines 


river.” : 

In the bill filed to restrain River Forest, 
Forest Park, Maywood, and Melrose Park 
from dumping sewage into the river, the 
Riverside authorities say it “ smells to 
heaven.” 

Miliions of fish, the sult says, may be found 
dead along the river banks, or floating on the 
surface as a result of the pollution, The 
hardy crawfish are said to have crawled out 
of the stream on the river banks and died. 
No ene can now cut ice from the river. 
Boating has been abandoned. The shady 
walks along the once romantic banks are 
deserted. Bathing is said to be impossible. 
Masemeetings and protesis met with the 
approval of the plan for building sewage dis- 
posal plants by a few upstream residents, 
but had no effect on the village board. So 
the Riverside men filed six suits in the Cir- 
cuit court, one for an injunction restraining 
the four villages from emptying sewage in 
the river, and the other five asking payment 
for damages aggregating $50,000. 

“ We could stand it when there were fewer 
residents up stream,” said Avery Coonley, 
leader of the Riverside men, “ but now it is 
too much.

Trunk of Gold Watch Cases 
Stolen While Driver Is in 
Heyworth Building.

CAREFULLY LAID PLOT. 


Thieves Use a Taxi to Cart Off 
! Treasure and Abandon 
Empty Receptacle, 


is 


Hvidence of a carefully laid plan yesterday 
afternoon marked the robbery in a crowded 
street of an express wagon containing about 
$20,000 worth of gold watch caees. 
The cases were being transferred in a 
small sample trunk from the warehouse of 
the Frank Parmelee Transfer company at 
781 West Adams street to the offices of their 
owners, Joseph Fahys & Co., watch manufac- 
turers, the Columbus Memoria! building. 
At the Heyworth building, Madison and 
Wabash avenue, Michael Wendell, driver of 
the wagon, left it while he delivered a trunk. 
When he returned the wagon was gone. It 
wes then about noon. 
Fifteen minutes later the wagon, with the 
trunk gone, was found at Randolph street 
and Michigan avenue, and about 4 o'clock 
the empty trunk was discovered in an aban- 
doned stone quarry at Campbell and Grand 
avenues. The short space intervening be- 
tween the robbery and the finding of the 
trunk convinces the police that it wes trans- 
ferred directly from the wagon into some 
faster vehicle—a taxicab, perhaps. 


See Evidence of Plot. 
The trunk had been in the care of George 
Weidig, western manager of the watch com- 
pany, during a sale trip through the west. 
When he arrived in Chicago Thursday night 
he turned it over to the Parmelee company. 
From that time until it was taken out of the 
warehouse it was under lock and key. 
It weighed a couple of hundred pounds, so 
Wendell, the driver, did not hesitate in leav- 
ing it in the wagon. 
’ ‘The evidences of a conspiracy are obvious, 
the police say. They maintain that the rob- 
bers must have known that the trunk con- 
‘ained valuabie articles; that it was too 
heavy to lift; that Wendell would stop for the 
other delivery at the Heyworth building. 
This gave them their chance, but to take 
proper advantage of it they must have had 
another vehicle—probably an auto-—stationed 
af Michigan and Randolph, where the express 
wagon was found shortly after the robbery. 


Number Under Surveillance. 

As one man couid hardly have lifted the 
trunk, he must have been assisted in the 
transfer from the express wagon to the walit- 
ing automobile. Then it was easy to run upto 
Campbell and Grand avenues, where the 
trunk was found. 

In addition tv city detectives the Pinkerton 
agency is working on the case. No errests 
have been made, but it is said that every 
one who had knowledge of the value of the 
trunk is under surveillance. The Pinkerton 
people are retained by the Jewelers’ Security 
alliance, a New York concern, with which the 
watch cases were ineured. 


CALLS FLY SANITARY OFFICER; 
SAYS IT IS A DANGER SIGNAL. 


Prof Forbes Declares It Warns of Un- 
healthy Conditions—Is Scavenger 
from Birth. 


Just as the common housefly began to make 
its first appearance of the season, it was given 
an official swat that ought to make it stagger 
and fail back. Four speakers at the weekly 
luncheon of the City club yesterday came out 
in strong terms against the fly and other 
household pests. 
The speakers were Prof. S. A. Forbes of 
Urbana, state entomologist; Dr. George B. 
Young of the United States Marine hospital 
in Chicago, Emmons J. Alden, ward superin- 
tendent, and Charles B. Hall, chief sanitary 
inspector. 

“The fly in itself and of itself is not an 
injurious insect,’’ said Prof. Forbes. ‘' But 
it is a scavenger from the time of its birth. 
The adult fly is a sanitary inspector—a police 
officer. It tells of the existence of matter 
which ought to be removed. If we neglect 
its warning it will punish us by bringing 
back the germs of our own diseases, 

“ By putting out of existence the condi- 
tions which enable the fly to live and to mul- 
tiply we will relieve ourselves of a great deal 
of serious and fatal diseage.”’ 

Dr. Young said the danger to Chicago of 
an epidemic of the bubonic plague wag not to 
be passed over without thought. 

“The ony way to make impossible the ap- 
pearance of the bubonic plague in Chicago," 
he said, “is to reduce the rat food by remov- 
ing all garbage and to make all new stables 
ratproof.”’

Tangier Report Is Column, Hope 
of Sultan Mulai Hafid, May 
Be Wiped Out. 


MADRID, Spain, April 21.—The govern- 
ment has received a telegram stating that a 
native has arrived at Tetuan, who declares 
that the Moroccan rebels have stormed Fez 
end massacred the garrison, and that the 
sultan, Mulai Hafid, has taken refuge in the 
French consulate. 


French Column in Danger. 

TANGIER, Morocco, April 21.—The situa- 
tion of Capt. Bremond’s column is desperate. 
In a letter to a friend Bremond says: “It 
is not au revoir but adieu.” 

Another officer has written giving friends 
his last instructions regarding the disposi- 
tion of his affairs. He says that unless a 
miracle happens he considers himself lost. 

Capt. Bremond, who is commanding both 
the French division and the forces of the 
sultan, is the chief hope of Mulai Hafid. The 
captain, according to recent reports, is at- 
tempting to reach Fez, but is harassed by 
the rebel tribesmen. Earlier advices have 
described the position of his army as desper- 
ate. 


Sending Reinforcements, 

France is rapidly reinforcing its troops 
in Morocoo, and Spain ts planning an ex- 
tensive campaign for the protection of its 
interests. There are reports that France 
and Spain are not in accord as to the meas- 
ures to be pursued, and that German in- 
fluence is being exercised at Madrid in a 
manner unfavorable to the French plans. 


MOUNTAIN AFIRE ENDS FETE; 
ROCKET STARTS FOREST BLAZE. 


Thousands View Spectacle at Rome and 
Inhabitants of Villas Flee While 
Troops Fight Flames. 


ROME, April 21.—The celebration of the 
opening of the ethnographic exhibition, in 
connection with the jubilee exposition, came 
to a espectacular end tonight, when a burst- 
ing rocket, sent up from the top of Monte 
Mario, set fire to the mountein forest. 

Before the eyes of thousande of spectators 
the flames spread rapidly along the mountain 
ridge. Inhabitants of nearby villas fied from 
their homes in alarm, while from all quarters 
of the city troops and firemen were rushed to 
the spot to fight the flames 

An illumination and pyrotechnic display 
had been arranged as the climax of the day’e 
celebration, and thousands were out to wit- 
ness the spectacle.

Petworth originally belonged to the Earls 
of Egremont,‘ana@ was bequeathed by the 
third and penultimate peer of that line to his 
natural son, George Wyndham, along with a 
large share of his fortune. The remainder 
he distributed among his other illegitimate 
children, one of whom, Ma Wyndham, mar- 
vied the first Earl of Munster, son of ‘King 
William IV; and of Mrs. Jordan. In fact, the 
fourth and last Earl of Hgremont, when he 
succeeded to his uncie’s honors, found his 
peerage almost entirely-denuded of its pos- 
sessions and with little left on which to main- 
tain his dignity, 


George Wyndham entered the army, served 
throughout the Crimean war, attained the 
rank of ‘colonel, and in 1869 was created a 
peer of the realm as Lord Leconfield. His 
eldest surviving @#on, father of the present 
lord, succeeded to the title in 1860, marrying 
Lord Rosebery's gifted sister.. A brother of 
the second earl, Percy Wyndham, died only 

a few weeks ago at Clouds, his beautiful 


Rt. Hon. George Wyndham, who was secre- 
tary for Ireland, and is stepfather of the 
Duke of Westminster; while his three sis- 
ters, whose portrait by Sargent was described 
by King Edward asa picture of ‘‘ the Three 
Graces,”’ married respectively Lord Elcho, 
Charles Adeane, and Sir Edward Tennant, 
lord high commissioner of the assembly: at 
Edinburgh, and recently raised to the peer- 
age as Lord Glenconner. | 
' The present Lord Leconfield was a good 
deal hampered during the first years after 
his succession to his father’s honors and 
estates. This was attributable to an unsuc- 
cessful attempt by the late peer to get the 
best of the revenue authorities. Like amum- 
ber of other members of the upper house of 
parliament, he planned the evasion of the 
terribly onerous succession duties, popularly 
known ae ‘death duties,” by transferring 
during. his lifetime the bulk of his estates to 
his eldest son. The latter happened to pre- 
decease him, and the property thereupom 
returned to the late peer, who had to pay the 
full amount of death duties as the hefr of his 
son. When he in turn died and the present 
Lord Leconfield, his second son, came into 
the honors and estates, the death duties, 
amounting to something like $250,000, had to 
be paid all over again, much to the satisfac- 
tion of the revenue officials, who, naturally, 
laughed in their sleeve.

Don Fabrizio Ruffo, Duke del Sasso, who 
has just died so suddenly while visiting one 
of his Ruselan wife’s relatives at Upton 
Towers, Slough, near Windsor, in Englamd, 
was an Italian diplomat who, when stationed 
at St. Petersburg, had fallen in love with 
Princess Natalie Metcherskaya, and as she !|s 
rich and he had no fortune to speak of, he 
settled dowm in Russia, making his chief 
home in St. Petersburg, though, with his wife 
and daughter, it is the custom to spend part 
of each year in France. The Ruffos are 
among the most ancient houses of the Nea- 
politam nobility, and already in the year A. D. 
1200, Don Serio Ruffo was grand marshal of 
the kingdom of Sicily. The head of the fam-

The Metcherskayis, to whom the now wid- 
owed Dofia Natalie Ruffo, Duchess of Sasso, 
belongs by birth, have played an important 
role in the history of Russia, and rank, along 
with the Troubetzkois, the Narischkines, the 
Gargarines, and the Galitzines, among those 
great houses of the Russian nobility which 
claim descent from Rurik, and from among 
whom Michael Romanoff was elected to the 
Muscovite crown.

their number as czar. Dmitri Troubetskoi, the 
general to. whom, more than any one élse, the 
repulse of the Polish invasion had been due, 
was their first choice.

ACCIDENT COMPENSATION BILL. 

Aurora, Ill., Aprét 20.—[ Editor of The Trib- 
une.)—Senate bill No.'288, which has passed 
the senate and is now before the house com- 
mittee, is one of the most farreaching 
measures ever introduced in the Iltinois leg- 
islature, and it is important that the people 
of the state should know what its scope is 
before it becomes a law, so that they may 
have an opportunity to protest against its 
paseage should they desire to.do so. Theob- 
ject of the bill, as set forth in the caption, is 
to provide compensation for accidental in- 
juries. or death suffered in tif course of em- 
ployment. - : 

~ This will appeal to most people‘as a most 
worthy object but’ one that is most-diffiicult 
of attainment in any other way than on a 
state reguiated insurance basis, without 
working much hardship and injustice. 

The, subject to be dealt with is eo complex, 
the industrial life of Illinois or any other 
great. state is ) pursued undér such an infinite 
variety of conditions, that no man or set of 
men can formulate rules overturning. the 
existing social order without unintention- 
ally working grose injustice and great injury. 

The small empleyer, one who employs but 
one person or a few and has perhaps but a 


\few hundred dollars invested in’ a business 


and is endeavoring to get ahead inthe world, ' 
must pay under this bill on the e basis 
as @ large corporation in the event of acci- 
dent. The effect of such a law upon the 
farmers of the state using power machinery 
or upon those engaged in conducting the al- 
most infinite variety of smal) industries, 
such. as machine shops, creameries, automo- 
bile repair.shopsa, planing mills, grist mills, 
grain elevators; well sinking outfits, ete., 
could not be less than confiscatory.

And Ludwig II., to the great scanda! of his court, 
ran hastily down the staircase of honor to greet 
Richard Wagner. 

Thet meeting was perhaps one of the most touch- 
ing and memorable incidents of history. 

Wagner retains a magical impression of it. 

“The king is so comely, hig thoughts are so 
elevated, and his goul so noble,’’ said he, ‘* that I 
am afraid his life may pass athwart this vulgar 
world like a dream of the gods.

Pages of Local History. 


Chicago is getting old. A little volume 
recently issued serves to call attention to this 
fact. Alfred Bull's ‘‘ THE TOWNSHIP OF 
JEFFERSON, ILL., ITS VILLAGES AND 
DINNER PAIL AVENUE,” 18 of value as 
one of those occasional works that help to 
preserve for us the reminiscences of the old- 
est inhabitant, the old landmarks, the places 
here and there in our city where something a 
little out of the ordinary has happened at one 
time or another in the past.

It is rather a pity that we do not have more 
little volumes, at least where the author is 
a conscientious delver after the forgotten. 
The field is not attractive as a business ven- 
ture; the labor is considerable when the 
author is determined to get at the rea! facts 
and print only facts, the number of readers, 
unfortunately, is rather small. Our history 
develops at such a pace in the daily papers 
that we have little time to read up on back 
chapters. 

Mr. Bull's little history deals with the 
northwest side, and with Milwaukee avenue 
in particular, a@ its principal street. The 
town of Jefferson is bounded by North and 
Devon avenues and by Seventy-second and 
Western avenues. Mr. Bull hag brought to- 
gether from various sources mych interest- 
ing matter relating to the development of 
this section. In the early days the. town of 
Jefferson contained the largest Indian eet- 
tlement in Cook county and Irving Park 
boulevard and Elston avenue were fanious 
Indian treils leading into Fort Dearborn. 
Milwaukee avenue was a toll gate road later 
and the gates remained in operation until 
a date quite recent.

The Chicago Historical society in ite library 
op Dearborn avenue has collected a mass of 
Gata relating to early Chicago. But much 
of this is tn.a form difficult for the ordinary 
busy. man to read. Thanks are due to the 
persevering historians who collect and clas- 
sify this material and present it in such tab- 
let histories as the “Township of Jeffer- 
son.”’ Mr. Bull. in addition, has spent much 
time among the older residents of the city 
digging out obscure bits of reminiscence. 


Race Distinctions 


BY CAROLINE S. MADDOCKS. 
NE of.the strong itmpressions the 
reader gets from *‘ RACE DISTINC- 
TIONS IN AMERICAN LAW,” by 
Gilbert Thomas Stephenson, A. M., 
LL. B. (D. Appleton & Co.), is that 
there are a great number of lews, by and 
large, concerning the colored race in our dif- 
ferent states, but that they are imperfectlly 
or infrequentlly enforced, particularly as 
they regard miscegenation. On the other 
hand, there are a great many statutes which 
protect a colored man against a great many 
kinds of social discriminations, as has been 
proved when some member of the race has 
chosen to bring suit. 

Only those distinctions are considered in 
this treatise which have come within the pede 
of the law since 1865, either in the form of 
statutory enactment or judicia] decision. The 
study ig made both comparative and special.

| @ Caucasian and a black person intermar- 


riage between the negro end other dark 
races ig not forbidden. 

Mr. Stephenson believes that America hes 
today no more perplexing and disquieting 
problem than that of “ the proper and per- 
manent relation between the white and cok 
ored races. Largely confined to eleven states, 
it is yet a national problem. To what extent 
has the negro after forty five years of free- 
dom all the rights and privileges of a full 
fledged American citizen? The author finds 
that race distinctions are not confined to one 
section, nor to one race, but prevail gen- 
erally, and they are not decreasing, but tend 
toward crystallization. The solution of the 
race problem is hindered by a multiplicity 
of proposed remedies. 

“The welfare of both races—and this con- 
clusion applies to other non-Caucasian races 
—requires the recognition of race distinctions 
and the obliteration of race discriminations. 
The races should be separated wherever race 
friction might result from their enforced as- 
sociation. The white race cannot attain its 
highest development when continually vent- 
ing its spite upon the less fortunate race. 
Nor. indeed, can the negro race reach its 
highest development when continually. sub- 
jected to the oppressions of the white race.”’

American capital, be- 
sides, is relied upon for exploitations in 
South America. 


Shortens Distance. 

Recent construction of railways in South 
America has made it possible to shorten 
the communication between Bolivia and 
IAma, Peru, from five days to a little over 
Gfty hours. A new railway project in which 
American capital is interested has been be- 
gun in Bolivia. Four parties of engineers, 
among whom are some of the most expert of 
American civil engineers, are surveying for 
@ line stretching from the Cuzco division of 
the Southern railways of Peru to navigable 
waters of one of the important tributaries 
of the Amazon.

NINE STAPES IN SERVICE. 


Judge Kohlsaat Issues an Order 
Which Results in Long

Through an order issued in the United 
States Circuit court yesterday a traffic agree- 
ment is effected between the Illinois Tunnel 
company and the Interstate Telephone and 
Telegraph company, whose lines surround 
the city. and an entrance is secured to Chi- 
cago by the independent companies. 

The ruling of Judge Kohlisaat means that 

the city will get long distance independent 
telephone connection with St. Louis and other 
cities in at least nine different states.

The trunk. line 
west from Aurora gives direct connection 
with Sterling, Ill, CMnton, Ia, and other 
points. 

Two different lines enter Cook county, one 
for ‘the exchange at Orland and the other 
directly to the city Amits at Forty-gixth ave- 
nue and West Twenty-second street.

FULL REPORT BY HAGENAH;

Subcommittee of Aldermen to Meet 
Next Week to Frame Ordinance for 
70 Cent Price. 


Way for action upon the revision of the gas

BROWNE LOSES-SALARY PLEA 


House Decides Members Should 
Get $3,500 Instead of $5,000. 


URGES THAT WORK BE DONE. 


Reid Will Seek to Delay Adjournment 
Until Action Is Taken. 


Springfield, Tl., April 21.—Lee O'Neil 
Browne made a iosing fight in the house to- 
day for an increase in the salary of members 
to $5,000. The fight occurred when the ap- 
propriation committee amendment to the 
increased salary bill was under consideration. 
As originally introduced by Mr. Ostrom, the 
bill increased the salary of members from 
$1,000 to $5,000 for the two yearterm. The 
committee amendment cuts the amount to 
$3,500 for the two years. 

Browne characterized the amount of pay 
now received by the members as a joke. 

‘** There is a disposition,’’ said Browne, ‘‘ on 
the part of some members to oppose.a raise 
of salary for the reason they cannot come 
back if there is a raise. If the office is too big 
for you let some one else come back. Let it 
be the survival of the fittest.’’ 

Browne said he wanted to urge the bill in 
connection with one of the governor’s bills, 
that of anti-pass. 


Support Anti-Pass Bills. 

“Tf there is any cufse to a member,” 
charged Browne, “it is the pass. It is not 
the pass you ride upon yourself, but the con- 
stant drain upon the members tor passes for 
constituents. 

“If this house will increase the salary of 
members to $5.000I will pledge myself to vote 
for the anti-pass bill.”’ 

Representative Ryan and Representative 
Reid spoke in favor of the $5,000 salary, and 
Representative Bolin opposed it. 

When the debate was concluded Speaker 
Adkins declared the committee amendment 
carried fixing the salary at $3,500. 


Urges More Work Done, 

Charging that the legislature ha left un- 
done most of the things which ought to have 
been done, Representative Frank R. Reid of 
Aurora will introduce a resolution next week 
demanding that there be no sine die adjourn- 
ment until the bulk of nineteen matters are 
acted upon. 

The matters which he will stipulate in his 
resolution are: 

Corrupt practices act; initiative and refer- 
endum; amendments to commission form of 
government and recall; constitutional con- 
vention; tax amendments and reyenue com- 
mission; changes in railroad and warehouse 
commission act; good roads legislation; Chi- 
cago harbor; statewide public utilities con- 
trol; workmen’s compensation; deep water- 
way; revision of woman's ten hour law; em- 
ployers’ liability; anti-pass and sage geen 
bills; revision of judicial practice a¢t; fire 
insurance legislation; direct election of 
United States senators; woman suffrage; sub- 
merged lands. 

Among the bills which were sent to third 
reading in the house today was Represemta- 
tiv® Tice’s anti-common drinking cup meas- 
ure. 


PHONE BEATING OUT THE WIRE. 


Train Dispatchers Use 15,373 More 
Miles of Speaking Line in a 
Single Year, 


Washington, D. C., April 21.—The extent to 
which the telephone has encroached on the 
telegraph as a means of dispatching trains 
during 1910 is shown in a bulletin issued by 
the interstate commerce commission. 

An increase of 15,873 miles of railroad on 
which the telephone is used was shown dur- 
ing the year. On Jan. 1, 1911, the telegraph 
was used on 176,211 miles and the telephone 
on 41,717 miles. 

The bulletin also shows that there were 
at the beginning of the year 71,960 miles of 
railroad in the United States operated under 
the block signal system, 17,711 miles of 
which were automatic. The increase in this 
system in 1910 wes 5,473 miles, 8,473 miles 
being automatic.

“While trading defaults this week ap- 
pear about normal there is increasing slow- 
ness in collections and aggregate payments 
througn ‘the banks again furnish an unfavor- 
able comparison. Other developments in- 
clude more heaviness in securities, dullness 
in money, and slower demands in the lead- 
ing industries. 

‘Production in iron and steel is slightly 
exceeding current consumption and may 
force some curtailment at furnaces and 
rolling mills in the absence of satisfactory 
bookings for future deliveries. Aside from 
these fvatures the business conditions, as a 
whole, sustain a strong basis. Agricultural 
advices testify to eratifying progress of 
winter wheat and rye, and spring workon 
the farms makes good advance, seeding 
being more extended and soil tn better shape 
than at this time last year throughout the 
northwest. 


Retail Trade Is Excellent. 

‘“‘Despite the unsettled weather retail 
trade here and at the interior shows well. 
There ‘s also an improved distribution of 
general merchandise and seasonable activity 
in new building, heavy construction and real 
estate. The opening of lake traffic aur- 
mented transportation and the movements 
of comynodities rose above those of recent 
weeks, Grain outgo was heavy and there 
are improved receipts of live meats, hides, 
wool, dairy products and flour. 


Mine Products Show Good Shipments. 


‘‘The arrivals of tron ore, minor metals, and 
quarry products compare favorably with this time 
last year, but those of lumber indicate reduced 
replenishing of local stocks. Breadstuffs and hog 
products disclose .partial recovery from recent fall 
in prices and quotations are without notable change 
in crude supplies for factory conversion. The ab- 
sorption, however. reflects conservatism among 
manufacturers and the feeling is more pronounced 
for cheaper costs in operation. 

** Shipments are yet of conspicuous volume in 
wire, plates, pipe. and merchant iron, and fair of 
finished products tn wood, leather and electric 
lines. Car shops, forges, and foundries run stead- 
ily, but orders are quiet {in equipment, machinery, 
heavy hardware, and brass work. Railroads re- 
vise estimates for maintenance and extension and 
new work ts likely to be made less expensively 
than was planned. The wholesale markets had a 
fair attendance of buyers and some country ship- 
ments increased. Mail and road orders for fall 
supplies maintain favorable comparisons with a 
year ago in dry goods, woolens, clothing. footwear, 
men’s furnishings, furniture. and food products.

HIGHWAY T0 JOLIET PLANNED 


Committees Secure Data on Con- 
dition of the Roads. 


STATE ALSO MAY ASSIST. 


Matter to Be Placed Before [illinois 
Legislators Next Week. 


BY JOHN G. DE LONG. 

Haans for a model motor highway between 
Chicago and Joliet were given an impetus 
yesterday when committees represemting the 
two cities went over the road in automobiles, 
secured data, and conferred with highway 
commissioners of the various townships. It 
was the consensus of opinion among the del- 
egates that the junket will result in the estab- 
lishing of the first section of a motor highway 
that ultimately will run from Chicago to 
Springfield and St. Louis. 

Five delegates from the Chicago Automo- 
bile club and the same number representing 
the Chicago Motor club left by train yester- 
day morning and went to Joliet, where they 
were met by committees representing the 
Joliet Commercial club amd the Will county 
Automobile club. 

The party, in six automobiles, left the pen- 
itentiary city at 10:30 for an inspection of the 
first section between Joliet and Lockport. 
After taking a number of notes and confer- 
ring with some of the highway commission- 
ers, the delegation returned to Joliet, where 
it was the guest of Warden E. J. Murphy at 
a luncheon in the penitentiary. Warden 
Murphy joined the party for the trip to 
Chicago. 


Lockport Road in Bad Shape. 

The road leading through Lockport was 
found in bad condition, and when the com- 
missioners of the city rieaded poverty finan- 
cial aid was offered by the Chicago men. It 
practically was decided, however, to cut 
Lockport off the route and to go across Six- 
teenth street at the edge of the town and take 
the road on the west side of the canal. 

For ahout sixteen miles out of Joliet the 
roads were found to be in fair shape in spite 
of the rains, but considerable trouble was 
encountered when the machines hit several] 
miles of loose gravel roads. The nearer the 
party got to Chicago the worse the roads be- 
came, until at Lyons the going was so bad 
that sluw progress was made. 

During the trip three different sets of high- 
way conimissioners met the delegation by the 
roadside by appointment, and the commis- 
sioners promised to cojperate in the move- 
ment for aroad. The cars reached Chicago 
at 4:45 and drew up at the Chicago Automo- 
bile club, where tne delegates compared 
notes. State Senator Richard Barr, a mem- 
ber of the party, urged immediate action in 
the matter and promised to introduce a bill 
asking an appropriation to cover the ex- 
pense of repairing and olling the forty miles. 
The matter will be placed before the Spring- 
field authorities next week.
